He can remember the 
high taxes, as well as the high 
profits of wartime. He can remem- 
ber the necessarily wasteful pro- 
cess of conversion and reconver- 
sion. He can take a look at the 
size of the national debt. He can 
recall that the last war cost more 
than $240,000,000 a day. He can 
jjguess what another would cost, and 


what taxes his business would pay 
then. 


The businessman can look 
at 


some of the 
basic • industries of 


England and France. And he can 
ask himself what guarantee he 
has that, if he seeks and gets war, 
he will not be inviting socialism 
to move in hero and stay, whether 
America won or lost, the war.

own front yard, and certainly it 
would tie a war of unprecedented 


^'destruction. Even if America won 
'it, big busines would stand to lose. 
A man who has brains enough to 
head a big business surely has 
brains enough to see that. 
American business today is build- 


ing and expanding toward the only 
sensible ' goal of commerce —the 
production of goods which 
will 


maintain and increase buying pow- 
er, repair the ravages of war, and 
create an ever-widening world mar- 
ket. War and the tools of war will 
do none of those things.

Nuenberg, Oct. 20. — (UP) — 
Fourteen formed directors of the 
Nazi "race and settlement office," 
including one woman, went on trial 
today charged with kidnaping for- 
eign children to. strengthen the Ger- 
man nation. 
Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
American prosecutor, accused the 
defendants of "kidnaping children 
of foreign nations in order to se- 
lect for Germanization those of 
racial value." 
Prosecutors .said the purpose of 


the "race "and settlement office, 
was the weakening' and 
eventual 
destruction of other nations while 
at the same time strenthening Ger- 
many a their expense, eritoori- 
ally and biologically to achieve 
German 
domination,' 
first 
of 
Europe and finally of the world." 
Among the victims of the 
Nazi 


kidnaping program were children 
of Lidice, Czechoslovakia, the town 
which was destroyed in June, 1942, 
in retaliation for .the murder of 
Reinhard Heydrich, 
the 
Gestapo 
chief in Czechoslovakia. 
Prosecutors reai a description of 
the destruction, of' Lidice, arguing 
that the men were killed ruthlessly 
and the women and children herded 
together in a school building. 
Nine of the children considered 


"for Germanization" were 
trans- 
ferred to German 
foster 
homes, 
Their names were changed and 
the- were indoctrinated with Nazi 
theory. All of them were found liv- 
ing in German homes 
and have 
been 
returned 
to 
relatives 
in 
Czechoslovakia. Six of them gave 
affidavits to the prosecution which 
will be offered as evidence during 
the trial. Inge Viermatz, the wom- 
an defendant, is charged with "spe- 
cial narticipation" in the kidnap- 
ing program.
